Document 1 describes that based on 
an instruction from a host computer, a motor vehicle corrects a processing program and modifies and corrects 
set parameter values, etc. Document 2 describes that (1) a maintenance and operation center (a) transmits a 
program to be downloaded, to mobile terminals, and (b) downloads whenever it receives a response from a 
mobile terminal, and (2) a base station changes a parameter for deciding a function or operation mode of a radio 
device of every mobile station at a time.
